Washington, May 9. — The dead- 


lock between the senate and house on 
the independent offices appropriation 
bill was broken late today when sen- 
ate conferees agreed to accept the 
house limitation on salaries of ship-1 
ping board officials. The agreement 
would permit employment of six of- 
ficers or attorneys at not to exceed 
S25.000 and two at *20,000, while the 
maximum rate to be paid other of- 
ficers would be $11.000 a year.

Hon. George I/. Bockes Succeeds by 


Berslstcut Kffort in Securing Deci- 
sion Favorable for Mrs. Youngman 
in Insurance Case. 


After a number of setbacks, Attor- 


ney George L. Bockes has secured an 
award from the State Industrial com- 
mission in compensation insurance for 
Mrs. Christine Youngman in the death 
of her husband, the late Charles D. 
Youngman, lato of Oneonta. 


Star readers will doubtless recall 


that Mr. Youngmnn was the to«-n su- 
perintendent of' highways in Oneonta 
township, and while engaged in work 
£or tho town on the highways he sus- 
tained internal injuries which result- 
ed in his death a few days later. 


On the presentation, of the claim 


under the insurance carried by the 
town Commissioner Abbott rejected 
it, basing his decision upon one ren- 
dered in tho appellate court in the 
case of the town superintendent of 
Saugerties, who was killed while at 
work. 
The court held in that case 


that a town superintendent, being an 
elective officer of the town, could not 
recover, his position making him, an 
employer and not an employe. 


This decision was made in the face 


of the fact, that the 
estimated ex- 


penses of the town, when made for 
tha,t year, made provision for insur- 
ing the superintendent and the other 
laborers on the town's highways. 


Afterward Mr. Bockes went before 


the full commission 
and 
presented 


proof in the case and submitted his 
arguments in support of the claim. 
He maintained that where a town su- 
perintendent actually works and as- 
sumes ail of the risk incident to the 
labor of the town employes, lie is enti- 
tled to the same protection as other 
employes. The claim was rejected by 
the commission. 


Xot content with the action of the 


commission, Air. Bockes applied for 
a re-hearing and reargued the claim 
before tho full commission, and he 
has been notified that the commission 
has now awarded. 
Mrs. Youngman's 


claim. 


'While no announcement has been 


made, Mr. Bockes is anticipating that 
the insurance company which wrote 
the policy, in view of tho decision o£ 
the appellate division, will take an ap- 


peal to the latter court. Mr. Eockes 


convinced not only of the justice 


of the claim, but of the law in the 
case. a.nd is prepared to carry it to 
the highest court.

City Attorney Glbba Expresses Opin- 
ion That Qualifications of Voter* 


Are Governed by School 
A tax election will be held at the 


Municipal building, May 12. between 
tho hours of nine and four, at which 
time the qualified voters of the city 
will determine whether or not the city 
shall be authorized to purchase a 
tract of land 
and 
erect thereon a 


suitable school for the benefit of tho 
children of the sixth ward of this 
city, at a cost of $40,000. 


Members of the Board of Educa- 


tion are frequently being; asked the 
question which appears at the heud 
of this article—Who can vote? With 
a view to obtaining a correct answer 
to this question, a representative of 
the board called upon City Attorney 
George L. Gibbs recently and asked 
for his opinion. Counsellor Gibbs ad- 
vised that In his judgment Paragraph 
210 of Article 7A of the Consolidated 
School law 
governed the situation 


The paragraph to which the city at- 
torney refers reads substantially as 
follows: 


210 Qualifications of Voters. A per- 


son shall be entitled 
to 
vote at a 


school election in such city who Is: 


1. A citizen of the United States. 
2. Twenty-one years of age. 
| 


3. A resident within the election 


district lor a period of thirty 'days 
next preceding the election at which 
he offers to vote; and who in addi- 
tion thereto possesses one of the fol- 
lowing four qualifications: (a) Owns 
or hires real property In such district 
or is in the possession of such prop- 
erty under a contract 
o£ purchase, 


assessed upon the last preceding as- 
sessment roll of the city, or (B) is 
the parent of a child of school ajre, 
provided such child shall have attend- 
ed the public schools in the city in 
which the election 
is held for a 


period of at least eight weeks during 
the year preceding such election, or 
(C) Xot be-ins the parent, has per- 
manently residing with him a child 
of school age who shall have attend- 
ed public school for a. period of at 
least eight weeks duringr the year pre- 
ceding such election, or (D) Owns 
personal property, assessed on the last 
preceding assessment roll of the city, 
exceeding fifty dollars in value, ex- 
clusive of such as is exempt front 
execution. 


Xo person shall be deemed Ineli- 


gible to vote at any such election, tay 
reason of sex. who has the other qual- 
ifications required 
by

, If an antenna la charged to K 
very high potential 
(voltage) 
electricity frequently appears to 
spurt from it like water from a 
leaky hose. H the antenna were 
to fee observed on a, very dart 
night a bluish light might be seen 
immediately surrounding the an- 
tenna wires and streaming snort 
distances from every sharp bend 
in a wire. This is called "brush 
discharge" or "corona" and is an 
actual ..loss ot energy from an 
antenna system. It la an effec- 
tive' resistance, wbicn has the 
same effect npon the antenna cur- 
rent as an actual resistance in 
the circuit. It can be reduced by 
reducing the voltage on the an- 
tenna. This kind of leakage Is not 
present in a receiving antenna, 
but mast be guarded against at a 
sending station. 
It there is any leakage of the 
electric current to earth taking 
place over the surface or through 
the material ot an insulating ma- 
terial used In the antenna sys- 
tem, 
there will bo energy loss. 


The leakage will have the same 
effect as actual resistance In the 
antenna circuit, although It will 
be, of course, an effective rather 
than nn actual ohmic resistance. 
In this case the loss can take 
place in a receiving antenna, es- 
pecially in wet weather, if the in- 
sulation is not sufficiently good. 
The loss is much more apt to 
occur, however, in a transmit- 
ting antenna because la that case 
much higher voltages are pres- 
ent, 
i

The antenna and grounding 


system are considered to be a large 
condenser, the antenna formic? 
one plate and the ground tb» 
other. The elr between the two 
Is the dielectric of tho effective 
condenser. If this dielectric I» 
imperfect, which it would be it 
there were conducting material* 
between antenna and ground, 
some of the antenna energy would 
bo converted into heat in the di- 
electric. 
This would occasion 


loss of energy in the antenna and 
have the effect of an actual re- 
sistance in the antenna circuit. 
Here again the loss would ba 
greater in a transmitting than in, 
a receiving antenna. 
' If there are conductors close 
by the antenna, but not neces- 
sarily In the electric field between 
antenna and ground, there will be 
electric currents Induced in those 
conductors. They may be steel 
towers, guy wires or any other 
metallic objects. Any such cur- 
rents induced in those conductor* 
mean energy loss in the antenna 
circuit and effective resistance. 
This applies, in a measure, to re- 
ceiving antenna, and it Is advisa- 
ble to have the antenna wires 
some distance away from such 
objects. 
From all of tho above consider- 


ations it is seen that not all ot 
the energy in a transmitting an- 
tenna can be used to produce 
ether oscillations. The losses can 
be reduced, however; if care is 
taken.

A RADIO PLUG. 


The plug shown te the lllus- 


Btration has some rather Inter- 
esting features -which mate It 
•well adapted to quick changes 
Of telephone connections. There 
are a tip and a sleeve insulated 
from each other which make con- 
nection with the spring contact 
and a sleeve ot a telephone jack. 
Connections within the plug are 
made from Up and sleeve to two 
chucks. The tips of a telephone 
cord may be Inserted In the 
chucks and will be securely held. 
In fact If the telephone cord is 
pulled after the tips have been 
Inserted In the chucks they are 
gripped more tightly and cannot 
come loose. 
No solder is, of 


course, necessary. 
The plug casing Is of bakelite. 


At one end of the casing the bake- 
lite la threaded Inside so that It 
can be screwed into place. No 
screws are required for assem- 
bling. At the other end a hole Is 
provided which accommodates the 
telephone cord.

London, May 9.—Trade and Indus- 


trial conditions In this country on the 
whole are, in the opinion of experts, 
steadily improving though somewhat 
slowly. 
No big revival has materialized, but 


there has been a continuous better- 
ment 
of 
conditions, w a 
seemingly 


healthy growth, that has satisfied 
traders more than any sudden "re- 
vival" which might have been built 
on shifting sands and would" have col- 
lapsed, leaving matters worse than 
before. 
I 
One outstanding Indication of the 


trend of affairs is that money is easier 
and more is being loaned, which In- 
dicates confidence is the trade situa- 
tion generally. 
Encouraging reports 
come 
from 


various trades, notably coal, textile 
and piff-lron. 
General living condi- 


tions have Improved, commodities 
having dropped in price and there has 
been a decrease in unemployment, 
although it is still large. 
In seeking for an unbiased state- 


ment regarding conditions from an 
authority, The Associated Press turn- 
ed to Robert Skinner, the American 
Consul General In London. 
In re- 


sponse Mr. Skinner gave the follow- 
ing statement: 
"While governments undoubtedly 


continue to have their very serious 
difficulties of a political nature, there 
are signs of improvement in business 
which Is mdch less dependent upon 
the activities of governments than 
might appear to be tho case. 
The 


recovery of trade is taking place very 
slowly and uneventfully but to realize 
that it is recovering, it is only neces- 
sary to recall, for example, the state 
of this country just one year ago. 


"At that moment there was much 


political and industrial unrest, troops 
in large numbers were on active serv- 
ice, the coal industry had closed down 
and dependent lines were necessarily 
affected. 
"It seemed a year ago as though 


Great Britain had lost her foreign coal 
market, but today it is obvious that 
this" has been recovered to a great 
extent. 
"The Manchester Chamber of Com- 


merce tells us that hopes of a mod- 
erate re% ival of trade with India have 
been realized and that inquiries from 
India and China have been numerous. 
Egypt also has placed a- fair number 
of orders. South America continues 
quiet. 
"India, for many years the great 


market for British cotton goods, has 
become herself a manufacturer of 
such poods. 
"China has become more or less 
a manufacturing country absorbing, 
say, 100,000 bales of American,cotton 
last year. South America, notably Ar- 
gentina .-uid Brizil, have bgeun to 
manufacture textiles and generally all 
countries give signs of interest in 
domestic manufacture. 
While 
this 


shifting of production from one place 
to another creates certain difficulties, 
on the other h.ind, far from Indicat- 
ing depression it suggests the reverse 
Condition. 
"As for trade between Great Brit- 


ain "and tho United States exports 
from the city of Lodon are sugges- 
tive. 
For tho three months ending 


March 31, 1922, declared exports from 
London to tho United States aggregat- 
ed £7,870,399 plus merchandise valued 
at $1,272,389 which was invoiced in 
American currency only, as against 
exports for the same period in 1921 
amounting to £7,201,675. 
"If \\e remember how prices have 


dropped since a year ago wo shall at 
onco see that not only has there been 
un increase in values but a still greater 
increase In quantities. The largo single 
items of these exports which show in- 
creases «ro: Leather, precious metals, 
gums, linens, scrap metal, aluminium, 
linseed oil iind copper concentrates.
